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DETAILED ACTION 
Drawings 

1 . The drawings are objected to as failing to comply with 37 CFR 1 .84(p)(5) 
because they do not include the following reference sign(s) mentioned in the 
description: All of the numbers associated with elements shown in figure 2 and the 
method steps of figure 3. Correction is required. 

2. The drawings are objected to because in figures 2 and 3, Chinese characters are 
used for descriptive labels of the elements and method steps. These labels should be 
converted into English. Correction is required. 

Specification 

3. The abstract of the disclosure is objected to because it is replete with idiomatic 
and grammatical errors. For example, in line 6, "if the battery do"; and the entire 
paragraph is a run-on sentence. Correction is required. See MPEP § 608.01(b). 

4. The disclosure is objected to because of the following informalities: 35 U.S.C. 
112, first paragraph, requires the specification to be written in "full, clear, concise, and 
exact terms." The specification is replete with terms that are not clear, concise and 
exact. The specification should be revised carefully in order to comply with 35 U.S.C. 
112, first paragraph. Examples of some unclear, inexact or verbose terms used in the 
specification are: 

Page 1 , line 20, "it makes car become"; 

Page 1 , lines 23-26, the entire paragraph does not make grammatical sense; 
Every paragraph is a singular sentence. 
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Appropriate correction is required. 



Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 



5. The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter, which the applicant regards as his invention. 

6. Claims 1 and 2 rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being 
indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which 
applicant regards as the invention. 

7. The claims are generally narrative and indefinite, failing to conform to current 
U.S. practice. They appear to be a literal translation into English from a foreign 
document and are replete with grammatical and idiomatic errors. Due to the idiomatic 
language contained therein, the examiner is unable to clearly ascertain the metes and 
bounds of the claimed invention and therefore has not examined the claims in light of 
the prior art. 



8. The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to 
applicant's disclosure. The reference of Eguchi (US 6064182) teaches of a battery 
monitoring circuit which detects the remaining capacity of a battery and presents the 
capacity to the user using a LED display.
